NEW BUSINESS 


Mr. Maher reported regarding the Comcast negotiations that they are presently working on a response to Comcast. He 
recommended that the Board approve a hearing officer to attend and report on 20-30 hours of meetings. The hearing officer is 
responsible for finding of facts, rulings of by-laws, and recommendations to the Board. This can be paid for by the cable funds in 
Town. 

Ms. LaCourt moved to authorize the appointment of a hearing officer. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Mrs. M ahon requested a memorandum from Mr. M aher outlining the process, the role of the Selectmen, and when the Selectmen 
should get involved. 

Mr. Maher reported on the first Somerville preliminary screening regarding the CSO. Arlington will be submitting a motion to 
intervene. 

Mr. Greeley announced and invited everyone to join the Selectones:

Thursday, December 22 nd , Winslow Tower at 6:30 PM 

Mr. Greeley requested that the Town Manager’s Contract and Term be voted based upon past meeting discussion but was on hold 
until a full Board was in attendance. It was decided that Mr. M aher would send a memo to the Board for a future meeting as an 
agenda item. 

Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Maher to speak to Cori Beckwith and the Conservation Commission reg^rdingthe cease order at the 
Arthur D. Little site. 

Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Maher and Mr. Sullivan if anything else was needed to do regarding a new fire service recruit who is top on 
the list but has been called to service. Mr. M aher and Mr. Sullivan both stated his name would be carried forward to the next list 
with the same score as he has now while he’s fulfilling his military duty. 

Ms. LaCourt requested the 5-year plan from Mr. Sullivan be a future agenda item. 

Ms. LaCourt requested that a policy and procedure be developed on what is referred to the Transportation Advisory Committee 
for study versus what is referred to current policy. 

Ms. LaCourt requested that an emergency preparedness plan be developed, documented, and distributed to the residents (possibly 
via. tax bills).
